Capt. Matthews delivered nu c-ntertniuing 


aud Instructive lecture at Redwood Lsbrarv 
today at 12 o'clock.

well filled, including some of our leading 
citizens, and members of Ihe society, Dr. 
King the president iu the chair. Ho began 
by describing the geucrnl appearance of 
Siam 
and of the people who dwell there. 


Ho spoka of the dress,wbich is very simple, 
tbe meu and women appearing very much 
alike aud cutting the hair so tlul Ibo top of 
the head looks like a shoo brur-li. 


Ttie houses iu Dankok are b'jilt ou pilt-s, 


as tho streets are occasionally Hooded from 
want of Ecwcrage. 
Tho mcdern palaces 


alone nro built in European style. Tho peo- 
ple aro careless and everything has tbo an- 
pearanco of going to decay. In ono iustanco 
\i2 snw n magnificent building with csrptts 
and every good thing, but with 110 roof, 
though it rains six mouths in the year. 


The climate is such that Iho burial of 


boJies is almost unknown. 
Cremation is 


the usual wny of disposing of the dead, aud 
ho described the process by which this was 
dooo.
